$100M INVESTMENT FUND 
AIMS TO IMPROVE CITY

In a unique effort to improve Chicago, individuals are going to 
be able to make investments of as little as $20 that can be used 
to make loans and other investments through a new $100 million 
impact investment fund aimounced Monday 


The joint effort between the John 
D. and Catherine T. MacArthur 
Foundation, the Chicago Commu- 
nity Trust and Calvert Foundation 
is intended to make it possible for 
individuals and philanthropic do- 
nor-advised funds to lend money to 
nonprofits and community improve- 
ment endeavors that otherwise likely 
wouldn’t raise the money they need. 

The MacArthur Foundation will 
be taking requests for loans and in- 
vestments from social enterprises 
and nonprofits that need funding 


for education, child care, affordable 
housing, energy conservation, job 
creation and training, small business- 
es, healthy food and other communi- 
ty needs, said Julia Stasch, president 
of the MacArthur Foundation. The 
foundation already makes so-called 
impact investments throughout the 
world but is responding to local needs 
and a growing desire by individu- 
als to improve their neighborhoods 
through their investments, she said. 

The foundation has committed 
S50 million to the effort, and the 


Chicago Community Trust S15 mil- 
lion. Calvert Foundation will sell 
bonds starting in S20 denominations. 
They can be acquired by individuals 
directly through Calvert’s vested.org 
or through brokerage firms. 

The Chicago Community Trust will 
be giving individuals and famifies with 
donor-advised funds the choice of in- 
vesting in impact bonds for Chicago 
instead of parking money in a money 
market fund, said Terry Mazany chief 
executive of the Chicago Community 
Trust. 

Research by MacArthur and the 
Chicago Community Trust shows 
a community need of $100 million 
to $400 million, Stasch said. Bonds 
will have different maturities, rang- 
ing from I year to 15 years, and inter- 
est rates ranging from 0.5 percent to 


4 percent. After enterprises are given 
loans, they will make payments into 
the impact fund, and that money will 
then be available for loans to addi- 
tional organizations. 

“It allows the individual or donor 
to multiply and extend their impact,” 
Mazany said. 

National research has shown that 
people are interested in improving 
their communities through their in- 
vestments, rather than simply earn- 
ing a return that will grow their own 
wealth. So-called “impact investing” 
is growing as a result. 

Calvert has worked with founda- 
tions in cities such as Minneapolis, 
Denver and Baltimore, but Stasch 
and Mazany said they hope the depth 
of the Chicago effort will be copied 
in other cities. 


GOV. RAUNER 
SIGNS HIGHER 
EDUCATION 
FUNDING 
MEASURE 

Gov. Rauner on Monday 
signed into iawa 
measure reieasing 
$600 million for Illinois 
public universities and 
community colleges, 
money that lawmakers 
hope will keep 
campuses open through 
the summer while the 
broader budget battle 
continues. 

The legislation landed 
on Rauner's desk Friday 
after days of behind- 
the-scenes wrangling at 
the Capitol, where some 
worried that the deal 
amounts to a funding 
cut for higher education 
while others tried 
unsuccessfully to add 
money for struggling 
social service programs. 
In the end, the two 
sides agreed to provide 
just the emergency 
funding for colleges, 
acknowledging it was a 
stopgap measure. 

In a statement, Rauner 
said the bill “doesn't 
solve our budget crisis 
or help our economy 
grow, but it does 
represent a first step 
toward compromise 
between Democrats and 
Republicans.” 

Rauner and Democrats 
remain deadlocked 
over a budget for 
state government for 
the year that began 
July 1. The state is not 
collecting enough 
money in revenue to 
cover its existing costs, 
and Rauner has said he 
won’t negotiate with 
Democrats on ways to 
raise revenue to avoid 
making spending cuts 
unless Democrats first 
pass his pro-business, 
union-weakening 
legislative wish list. 

That’s left the state 
without full spending 
authority 10 months 
into its budget year, 
with public colleges 
and universities among 
the hardest hit and

As bike-sharing 
programs have 
proliferated to over 
32,000 bikes in 96 
U.S. cities over the 
past nine years, some 
critics have wondered 
whether they would 
increase crashes and 
fatalities. 

But something 
surprising has hap- 
pened— there have 
been zero fatalities 
in the United States since the first bike-share 
program started in Tulsa, Okla., in 2007, 
compared with the overall U,S, fatality rate of 
21 per too million bicycle trips, according to a 
study funded and released last month by the 
Mineta Transportation Institute. The study 
also found that the rates of collision and injury 
among bike-sharing participants were lower 
than rates among regular bicyclists. 

“That the fatality rate for bike sharing in 
the U.S. has been zero for years is remarkable,” 
said the study’s lead researcher, Elliot Martin, 
a research engineer at the Transportation Sus- 
tainability Research Center at the University 
of California at Berkeley 

In Chicago, there have been 37 Diwy 
crashes in 14.1 million miles traveled since the 
program started June 28, 2013, according to 
the Chicago Department ofTransportation. 

It’s tough to do a statistical comparison 
because there is no way to know how many 
miles were traveled by non-Diwy bikes during 
the same period. But the raw Diwy crash 
numbers are dramatically lower. Between 
June 28, 2013, and the end of 2014— the most 
recent period for which a comparison 
was available — there were 18 Diwy 
crashes out of 2,803 bike crashes in 
Chicago, or less than 
I percent of the total. Bike 
fatalities in Chicago aver- 
age five to eight per year. 

Why the better record? 

Martin and others who 



have studied the issue point to the shared 
bike’s bulky, heavy design, which cuts speed, 
discourages risky maneuvers and increases 
visibility The gearing on shared bikes does not 
allow users to go any faster than 11-12 mph— 
even downhill, said Paul DeMaio, principal of 
MetroBike, a bike-share consulting business. 

What about the lack of helmets? DeMaio 
said it is possible that wearing a helmet can 
make someone feel safer than they are, com- 
paring it with the difference between rugby 
and American football. 

“In American football, helmets are used 
because of people running headfirst into 
someone else and they need it for their own 
safety, but the fact that they’re wearing a hel- 
met makes them run harder,” DeMaio said. 

The Mineta study was not able to find a 
“safety in numbers” effect— that the presence 
of bike-share participants had an impact on 
collisions overall. But Sean Wiedel, assistant 
commissioner of city wide services for CDOT, 
said the city does think there is a safety effect 
from the increasing numbers of Diwy and 
other bikes. 

“I think drivers have become more cogni- 
zant of bikes in general,” Wiedel said. He said 
more bike lanes separated from traffic by bar- 
riers are also increasing awareness of bicycling 
and safety 

U.S. bike-share users have suffered serious 
injuries, and programs in other countries have 
seen deaths. But the overall safety record of 
bike sharing is helping it grow, and suggesting 
ways that regular bicycling can be safer. Non- 
Diwy bikers also can benefit by going slow, 
following traffic laws and staying visible. 

It also helps to act like you’re protecting 
something valuable —like your Ufe. Because 
as Diwy rider Naveen Kumar, 

27, points out, one big reason 
Diwy users ride safely is that 
the bikes are borrowed and 
cost $1,200 if you wreck 
them. 

“When you use your own 
bike, you’re less bothered 
about it,” Kumar said.

A major hurdle Evan Weiss faced when recording Into It. Over It.’s excellent 
third album, “Standards”? His own instincts to overdo it. 

. “There were moments on the record that, had it been me three years 
ago writing it, FdVe overthought a lot of the riffs to make them more challenging,” 
the 31-year-old singer/guitarist and Logan Square resident says at Bang Bang Pie 
and Biscuits last month, adding that he obsessively tweaked songs on his band’s last 
two indie rock albums, 2013’s “Intersections” and 2011’s “Proper.” 


“Now,” he says, “I listen and just think it’s a 
satisfying part. Sometimes it’s OK to be pre- 
dictable and just let the songs do their own 
thing. I was killing myself thinking too hard 
about the minute details.” 

That changed when he 
started working with John 
Vanderslice (Spoon, The 
Mountain Goats), whose 
analog-only approach (in 
other words, the opposite of 
cutting and pasting digital 
files) made constant re-edit- 
ing near impossible. 

“We’d record these takes 
and they’d be awesome, but 
before I felt comfortable 
and confident I’d initially 
think we’d need to change 
it,” Weiss says. “John would 
have to sit me down and say, 

‘This is awesome. Shut up. 

Relax.’ I just needed some- 
one to tell me that. I’ve nev- 
er had anybody tell me that.” 

The result: Weiss’ best al- 
bum yet, with tighter song- 


writing— among many vivid lyrics, the record 
opens with Weiss declaring “My friends from 
where I’m from are all a wreck” on a song 
called “Open Casket”— along with more en- 
gaging arrangements. 

Plus, another way Weiss 
got out of his comfort zone? 
Leaving Chicago (in Janu- 
ary 2015, with his longtime 
collaborator Joshua David 
Sparks) to write “Standards” 
at a remote cabin in north- 
ern Vermont. 

What prompted recording 
in Vermont? 

When we did {Into It. Over 
It.’s 2013 album] “Inter- 
sections,” we made it in 
Chicago, and it was hard to 
write. Our practice space 
kind of sucks-it’s really drab, 
a very sterile environment 
and not an inspiring place 
to be. Plus, with Into It. 
Over It., every time we write 
a record it’s always in the 


winter so everything about it is sad. [Laughs.] 
Because of that, we thought it’d be really cool 
to get away and just focus on writing. At the 
time, I just wanted to put myself in a position 
where I’m just writing and that’s aU I have to 
think about. When Into It. Over It. played a 
show in Burlington, Vermont, we were driv- 
ing around checking out the scenery, and we 
just kind of fell in love with the area— how it 
looks, what the food’s hke, what the people 
are Hke, what the attitude of the city is Hke. 

When you got to the cabin, did you go stir- 
crazy at first? 

It was never stir-crazy but it was definitely 
lonely We were also so busy working that 
it really didn’t matter. It was also the kind 
of thing where I like having a purpose in a 
situation. That is, to me, almost hke the best 
way to five. You’re there, you’re cooking every 
meal, you’re hanging out and you know what 
you’re there to do and you know what you 
{need] to do— hke you’re just put in a spot just 
to play a guitar. I can’t wait to do that again. 

Did going from Vermont to John Vander- 
siice’s studio in Caiifornia change the way 
you viewed the songs? 

No, because I think all of the general things 
that we loved about Burlington also exist in 
San Francisco. The attitude and the culture 
are pretty similar. I think it was actually one 
of the more perfect places we could have 
made the record because it was good getting 
both perspectives. You get this wide-open, 
beautiful and panoramic perspective in 
Vermont, and then bring it in a little tighter 
to analyze and record it in a big city. 


WHAT’S UP WITH 
WEISS’ OTHER 
PROJECLPET 
SYMMETRY? 

"We’re demoing the new 
record in a week,” Weiss 
said in early March. “With 
the last one, it took almost 
three years to do because 
we couldn’t all get togeth- 
er and work on it. Now, be- 
cause [guitarist and song- 
writer Erik Czaja] had all 
these songs [lying] around, 
we got together once a 
week for a month to knock 
out 11 of them. I think we’re 
recording in June to strike 
while the iron is hot be- 
cause Into It. Over It. has a 
big cycle coming up, and 
so does Erik’s other band, 
Dowsing.”

Someone on Reddit asked you to rank your 
records, and you put “Standards” at No. 1. 

Are you the kind of artist where every re- 
cord you make has to be your personal best? 

I don’t know if it has to be. If I’m just making 
a record without any sort of like precon- 
ceived limitations on what the style should 
be, then the one I’m working on now should 
be the best one— or at least my favorite. I 
have like this ongoing thing where I insist 
that a person’s favorite band should be their 
own band because you have the power to 
create the stuff that you want to hear. And if 
you’re not playing your favorite music, then 
why would you want to create? In my mind, 
there’s no reason if you’re not making what 
you would ultimately like the most. 

That would make interviews so much weird- 
er if bands were like, “Well, the record’s not 
great.” 

That was a big thing with this record too 
because the last go-around I got really caught 
up with what people were saying about it— 
especially with reviews and online opinions. 

I got really hung up on it, and it made me 
miserable. Even the positive reviews, had 
there been something negative in it. I’d focus 
on the negative instead of getting psyched on 
the positive. That’s a miserable way to be. So 
with this, I resolved that I wasn’t going to pay 
attention to that [bleep], that what’s impor- 
tant to me is that I really love the record. My 
outlook on the whole process has changed 
since that realization has been made. 

Right after the record’s release you go on 
a tour with The World Is a Beautiful Place..., 
the Sidekicks and Pinegrove. You excited 
to hit the road, or are you enjoying this time 
off? 

I’ve got spider days big time right now, which 
are the days leading up to the beginning of the 
tour or the days leading up to the end of the 
tour. It’s where you start planning or thinking 
about all the things you’re going to do on tour 
or what you’re going to do right when you get 
home. There are positive spider days and also 
really sad and negative spider days. 

What are the negative ones? 

When you’re about to come home because 
you’re just like, “I just want to go home. I’m 
done.”

LIFE AFTER *THRONES*

To say the fantasy epic “Game of Thrones” 
is the crown jewel for HBO would be as un- 
derstated as an entrance by one of Daenerys 
Targaryen’s dragons. Even President Obama 
can’t get enough— securing early access to 
Season 6 episodes from the Time Warner Inc. 
premium pay-TV channel. 

But now that the blockbuster series is 
winding down— show producers are negoti- 
ating terms for an eighth and final season- 
questions loom over how the premium cable 
network will fill the big void left behind. 

“That is the challenge of all of our jobs, 
which is to always be looking for the next 
great show,” HBO’s programming president, 
Michael Lombardo, said in an interview “I 
hope we find it. I trust we’ll find it. At the 
same time, I would be lying if I told you I had 
any clue what it was going to be.” 

Finding a successor show won’t be easy for 
HBO, and its track record in developing new

shows has been mixed. 

HBO’s ambitious rock drama “Vinyl” un- 
derwhelmed despite its marquee pedigree— 
Martin Scorsese and Mick Jagger— and a 
reported Sioo-miUion budget. The TV adap- 
tation of Michael Crichton’s futuristic “West- 
world” halted production a few months ago 
and stiU has an undetermined air date. Both 
projects it had in development with David 
Fincher are dead, as is a limited series from 


“i 2 Years a Slave” director Steve McQueen. 

One thing more certain than whether be- 
loved “Game of Thrones” character Jon Snow 
is dead or ahve: The show will be a hard act to 
follow The series, adapted for HBO by David 
Benioff and DB. Weiss, has made the scheming 
of warring nobility must-see TV It’s been her- 
alded for bringing the cinematic scale of genre 
blockbusters to the small screen each week. 

“Everyone thought HBO was crazy for do- 
ing this show,” Benioff recalled amid the fren- 
zy of the show’s premiere party “It carried a 
lot of risks.” 

But the gamble paid off big time for HBO. 

“There’s a kind of passion frenzy that sur- 
rounds this show that I’ve never experienced 
before,” Lombardo said. 

And when “Game ofThrones” comes to an 
end? 

“I dread it as a fan, and I dread it as an ex- 
ecutive,” Lombardo added. ‘And I’m not sure 
which weighs on me more.” 


A SPINOFF SERIES? 

The sixth season of “Game of Thrones,” the 
hit television series based on George R.R. 
Martin’s “A Song of Ice and Fire” books, be- 
gan Sunday, but panicked fans are already 
dreading the show’s eventual end. 

Yet In an Interview with Entertainment 
Weekly, Martin hinted that the end might 
not really be the end for the HBO show. 

“There Is certainly no lack of material” 
for a possible spinoff, Martin said. ”... A 
whole world full of stories, waiting to be 
told ... if indeed HBO is interested.” 

It’s hard to Imagine that HBO wouldn’t 
be interested. Martin even has an idea 
for a spinoff: “The most natural follow-up 
would be an adaptation of my ‘Dunk & 

Egg’ stories,” he said, referring to his three 
novellas that take place in the same world 
as “A Song of Ice and Fire,” but are set 
about a century earlier. 

“Each of the novellas could easily be 
done as a two-hour stand-alone movie 
for television; that would probably be the 
Ideal way to do them, rather than as an on- 
going weekly series,” Martin said. 

Any spinoff series would likely come af- 
ter “Game of Thrones” completes Its run.
